ARTICLE 9. 


On the 24th day of July. 1857—the day 
celebrated by Utabians as the anniver- 
sury of their arrival in the valley of the 
Great Salt Lake; and while celebrating 

ir teath anniversiry on the “uagesd 
resque plateau and around the lake on 
the top of the mountain in Cottonwood 
Cation, a place famous for ite legendary 
associations in aboriginal traditions. two 
courters, viz :—Mesers Judaon Stoddard 
and Eli Stewart, arrived with the unwel 
come tidings thata number of appoin- 
tees to Territerial offices to supplant 
those already bere. were on their way 
hither, supported by a large body of 
troops to sastain them in the adminis- 
tration of the law. These bearers of ill- 
‘tidings to the disloyal people of Utah, 
came through with the greatest speed. 
They arrived in the city on July 23d. 
and learning that the lat Presidency of 
the Church had taken an excursion to 
the place designated. proceeded twither 
early on the following day. On receiv- 
ing from them the intelligence of an ap 
proacbing army and civil authorities. 
Brigham Young addressed the assembled 


| multitude on the subject and declared. 


Ten years ago I said in the old fort. 
‘if our enemies will let us alone ten 
ears. I will ask no odds of them.’ und 

ask no odds of them to : duy.“ He then 
delivered an. barangue that. if delivered 
now, would be considered worthy of 
Jeff.
